go to school for three years 
French. English and German are 
among the subjects that will be 
taught. There also will be courses 
in hygiene, catering, book-keeping 
and the general art of making the 
stranger feel at home 
But the schooling it not all. 
Each 
graduate of the course must give 
practical demonstration of his abil­ 
ity by putting all this theory into 
practice at approved hotels or res­ 


taurants under the eye of goven- 
menfc inspectors. 
Guides Trained 
Guides also will get a strenuous 
training period 
They must pass 
examinations in a complete course 
of history 
and geography and 
a 
mass of general information. 
Another decree sounds a death 
knell for scores of squalid lodging 
houses, 
labeled 
“hotel." Existing 
hotels must bf* made and kept com­ 
fortable if they wish to hold their 
licenses. 
To help these changes become 
effective the government has taken 
import duties off all hotel furniture 
and fixings that are not obtainable 
in Portugal.
